The first year was completed in 1942. with an average produc- 
tion per cow of 8.931 pounds of milk and 333 pounds of butter- 
fat for 15 cows, which is the lowest average since the herd was 
started The herd has been on continuous test since that time, 
with the exception of part of one year during World War n 
when a tester was not available. The herd has completed 13 
full years on test, although in this competition only 10 years 
are considered. 

The average production for the 10-year period on a per 
cow basis is 12,133 pounds of milk and 428 pounds of butterfat. 
During this period, the herd grew from 18 to 46 cows. 

S. M. and Amos Combs. 90 ns of Eli and Molly Combs, were 
members of a large family— eight boys and one girl — who were 
reared on a small farm in eastern Kentucky. 

In 1936. S. M and his father moved the family to a farm 
they purchased in the Greenbrier Valley. The farm they bought 



contained 1 030 acres Half the farm was in timber and the oth- 
er half was in a poor, run-down condition It had been owned 
by a bank which had allowed local farmers to go out and farm 
It; they only took from the land and put nothing back When 
members of the Combs family took over the farm, they started 
a beef operation. A very few dairy animals of mixed breeding 
were kept for home use and "pocket money.” 

Building A Dairy Hard 

During this time — the depression period — Amos Combs was 
teaching school After a few visits to the farm during summer 
vacations, however, he decided that life on a farm could be 
more enjoyable than following a teaching career So. in the 
spring of 1941, Amos Combs and his family moved to the farm. 
At that time, Amos bought his father's interest and took over 
the management of the farm. 

S. M. and Amos — with the help of Eli and their two young- 
er brothers, Trosper and Eli. Jr — become interested in dairy- 
ing. so they set out to find some good Holstein dairy cows 

Trosper Combs was instrumental in getting the first breed- 
ing stock The first six Holsteins. all grades, were bought from 
Vorholt Brothers of Charleston The first registered stock was 
purchased from Tom Garten of Jane Lew. Down through the 
years, about 10 head have been brought from Maryland, and 
four head have been purchased from West Virginia University 
through consignment sales Three of these WVU animals have 
produced 100,000 pounds of milk and the fourth is close to that 
record. 

The first registered bull used by the Combses was Admiral 
Boast Segis Kent 797383 This bull was the first Holstein in 
West Virginia to be classified '‘Excellent.” He was officially 
proved in the Combses herd on 20 dam-daughter comparisons. 

‘‘The Combses are building a top Holsetin herd of registered 
cattle in the Greenbrier Valley,” Northern commented in mak- 
ing the award. 

"At present, approximately half of the milking herd is 
made up of grades, but these animals are such good producers 
that getting rid of them cannot be justified Only calves from 
the registered and very top grade animals are being kept as 
replacements for the 60-cow herd.” 

The Combses began to classify for type in 1946 The type 



of their animals is good, as their show ring winners testify. 
Cattk’ are shown at both the Wset Virginia Dairy Cattle Show 
and the State Fair The Combses’ cattle have won premier ex- 
hibitor ribbons and grand champion male and female ribbons 
at both of these events. 

Good Grassland Farmers 

Besides being good dairymen, the Combses are good grass- 
land farmers. Northern cited Half of the 1,030-acre farm is in 
woods and tho other half is in pasture and hay land Seventy- 
five acres are in alfalfa and approximately 426 acres are in 
pasture The fertility of the farm is steadily increasing. Ap- 
proximately 10 tons of manure are applied every other year 
to the hay land while, in addition, 500 pounds of 0-14-14 fertiliz- 
er are applied each year One-fifth of the alfalfa is reseeded 
each year wMh oats as a convpnion crop The oats are taken off 
as silage and are fed to young stock. 

The first crop of hay is taken as silage which is directly 
cut, with metabisulfite as the preservative. Approximately 400 
tons of silage are preserved in tower silos. About three-fourths 
of the hay needed is made on the farm from second and third 
cuttings of alfalfa No grain crops as such are raised. 

Feeding Program 

The feeding program consists of 30 pounds of silage in the 
evening and 20 pounds of silage— plus 10 pounds of hay— in 
the morning Grain is fed according to milk production, with a 
maximum of 8 pounds per day to any cow regardless of the 
amount of milk she produces. Dry cows get 4 pounds of grain 
per day and cows half through their lactation get 6 pounds of 
grain per day. This is a simple feeding program but. according 
to the production received, it certainly works, Northern said 

Good Working Relationship* 

The Combses give many people and organizations credit 
for their success. Carl Deaver. DHIA tester, receives a lot of 
praise, as does the late Gerry Heebink, Extension dairyman at 
WVU. Others who deserve credit are James E (Jim) Johnson, 
Greenbrier county 4-H club agent; Greenbrier county agricul- 
tural agents; the Soil Conservation Service, and the West Vir- 
ginia Dairymen’s Association. 
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S M. and Amos Combs have a wonderful working relation- 
ship For years, 8. M was a partner and bookkeeper for tha 
Prichard Motor Company In Charleston His farm, responsibility 
was to keep books, and since his retirement from business he 
looks after the calves and younger stock. 

Amo has the responsibility of the milking herd. 

The Combses are members of the West Virginia Artificial 
Breeders Cooperation, the Dairymen's Co-operative Sales Aa- 
sociation, and the West Virginia Dairymen’s Association, Just 
to name a few of the organizations with which they are affiliat- 
ed. 

Hard Working Families 

S M and Amos Combs are justifiably proud of their cow* 
and farm, but they are even more proud of their hard working 
families. Both S M and Amos said: 

"Our greatest and best crop has been our children.” 

S M. and Freda Combs have three children. Mary Lou it 
married and is studying to be a doctor. Suzanne ia married 
and is working as a chemist at the University of Denver Stanley 
is a graduate of Greenbrier Military School and is now enrolled 
at the Citadel, Charleston. South Carolina 

Amos and Nannie Combs have two children Anna Sue is 
a graduate of West Virginia University. She is married and is 
working as circulation assistant at the Library of the University 
of Tennessee. David Combs is still in high school. 

The Combs youngsters have been active in 4-H dairy work 
and have won many honors Anna Sue exhibited the 4-H grand 
champion Holstein animal at the State Dairy Cottle Show She 
was also 4-H grand champion showman at this Show Through 
4-H dairy activities, she won a trip to National 4-H Club Con- 
gress in Chicago. 

At present. David has five animals and has exhibited the 
4-H grand champion Holstein animal at the State Dairy Cottle 
Show Both Suzanne and Stanley have also shown the 4-H 
grand champion Holstein animal at this event. 

According to the Combses, DHIA has been important in 
building their herd.

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Senator Powell Neutral 
In War Between States

In February, 1862, a resolu- 
tion of expulsion on grounds of 
i disloyalty to the federal govern- 
ment was drawn up against U. 
S Senator (formerly Governor) 
Lazarus W. Powell from Ken- 
tucky The author of this re- 
solution was Kentucky's other 
senator. Garret Davis 

In the heat of brother against 
brother, Davis accused Powell 
of being a scoundrel and a 
traitor Powell put up an able 
and effective defense of his 
neutral position on the Civil 
War question and was exonerat- 
ed of Davis’ disloyalty charge by 
a vote of more than two to one. 



In less than two years Senator 
Davis had reversed his own 
Unionist stand and risked expul- 
sion from Congres in his open 
criticisms of Lincoln's conduct 
of the war. In the post war 
period, Davis was elected US. 
senator on the Confederate- 
Democratic ticket. 

Senator Powell returned to 
law practice in Kentucky follow- 
ing the expiration of his term 
as senator lit 1865 

Powell was horn in Hender- 
son County in 1812. the third 
son of Lazarus and Ann (Mahon) 
Powell. The boy was ambitious 
to be a lawyer, but his father's 
limited means prevented him 
from entering pre-law training 



directly from elementary school- 
ing Young Powell sought and 
received help from Judge John 
Rowan of Bardstown. the owner 
of what Is now termed "My 
Old Kentucky Home." In 18.13 
he was graduated from St. 
Joseph's college, and two years 
later he was admitted to the 
bar. 

He was a prosperous lawyer 
in his native Henderson, and In 
1848 he ran on the losing ticket 
for governor against the Whig 
candidate. John J Crittenden. 
In 1852 Powell again sought the 
office of governor, and this time 
he was successful His term as 
governor, however, proved to be 
routine and was not particularly 
distinguished

The Home Needs A Truck - How Bout It 



An unfortunate accident last week 
almost took the life of Mr J. R. Ragsdale 
the untiring father of Eastern Kentuc- 
ky’s orphaned children, who along with 
his wife, is the body and soul of the 
Open Door Children’s Home. 

The accident was caused by a brake 
failure on Mr. Ragsdale ancient truck 
as he was winding his way down the nar- 
row, cliff-shaven dirt path that serves as 
a road from the Children’s Horne. 

Persons unacquainted with the work 
of Mr. and Mrs. Ragsdale might be 
prompted to comment that the orphan- 
age director should have never been 
behind the wheel of a truck with bad 
brakes. 

Brakes Failed on Mountain 

The tragic truth is that the Rags- 
dales are without the funds to reline the 
brakes of their truck. Buying a new or 
even a late-model used car is out of the 
question for them since whatever little 
money they receive from patrons of the 
Home must go to feed, clothe and house 
the helpless children who find at the 
Home their first escape from malnutri- 
tion, cold, fear and wayward parents. 

The Ragsdales have been serving 
the people of Eastern Kentucky for 10 
years now. They have given any number 
of orphaned, mountain children a new 
lease on life and renewed their faith in 
mankind. The Ragsdales, applying the 
simple formula of love, kindness and af- 
fection, have brought happiness and a 
new light into the eyes and hearts of 
children who had previously known only 
the bitter, heart-breaking conditions of 
society that are seeds to the diseases of 
hatred and misery. 

Money Has Been Scarce 

Money for this tremendous under- 
taking has come from wherever the 
Ragsdales could find it. County help 
has been little, if any at all; State aid, 
far from sufficient. Most of the funds 
have come from people across the Unit- 
ed State, people sympathetic to Mr. and 
Mrs. Ragsdale’s efforts. 

When there wasn’t money, as is the 
case now and has been the condition / 
countless times in year’s past, the Rags- 
dales have placed their faith in a God 
who has never failed them. 



Which brings us to our point. 

The accident last week destroyed 
one of the needed vehicles the Ragsdales 
have for hauling children and supplies 
to and from the Home. The truck had 
actually been running on borrowed time 
for the last couple of years.

The Open Door Children’s Home has overcome a burned 
building and a mountain to maintain a home for 47 otherwise 
homeless children, and often on a bank account that seems 
fond of dropping below $100 

The fire damage was suffered in 1950, when the old home 
near Fusoma was ruined, making the future of the Home, found- 
ed in 1947, look dark indeed. They owned only 13 acres there 
and Mr. J. R. Ragsdale, who founded and still guides the Home, 
decided it would be wise to completely re-locate, since they 
would have to build a new building anyway They looked far 
and wide before finding the 420 acre tract on Sunshine Moun- 
tain, where the home is now located. 

Sunshine Mountain p oses a second major problem the 
Home has had to overcome. The mountain, formerly called 
Davis Mountain, rises almost vertically behind Cornett sville. 
The Home workers and some of the children have turned a cow 
path into a rough road with a used bulldozer which Mr Rags- 
dale, or “Daddy ’ Ragsdale as he is called by the children, 
bought The road now serves as the only physical contact with 
the outside world for the people on the mountain. 

Jeeps and trucks are the only motorized vehicles that can 
go up and down the rugged road When visitors come, or even 
when milk is delivered, someone from the Home has to drive 
down to Cornettsville, about a mile, and bring them up. 

While chugging up the mountain toward the Orphanage in 
a jeep, a glance to either side of the rocky road at once catches

At present the main home for the children, and two 
houses for workers are the major buildings that dot the clear- 
tng on top of the mountain. These were all built with lumber 
sawed from trees on the mountain with the Home’s own private 
sawmill In addition to a four-car, concrete block garage there 
are three house trailers that will serve as living quarters for 
other workers. 

Mrs Brown, whose husband is going to summer school at 
Georgetown College, said they were helped immeasurably in 
the construction of the buildings by men who were kind enough 
to donate their labor services for a day She also expressed 
gratitude to several Hazard merchants who gave them various 
furnishings at a discount. 

As far as living quarters go, the 47 youngsters at the Home 
probably have more room than the average child in an average 
home. State laws require that specific quantities of air be avail- 
able m each room for each child In that room 

A room nine feet by 12 feet, a normal siied bedroom for 
two people in an average home, would still not meet the state 
requirement imposed on children's homes and similar inatitu 
tions. 

Other required equipment for homes such aa the Open 
Door that makes it difficult for financially-plagued inatitutions 
hut which never-the-less provide well for orphans, are bath 



seems to radiate from the great, 22-room house. It is quite com- 
mon, and quite touching, to see a little six-year-old lead a child 
three years her junior around by the hand. 

Mis. Brown said the youngest child they had at the Home 
row was less than two. Once they took in a child only four 
days old. A total of 72 children have lived in the Open Door 
Children’s Home since its beginning 

The Home is now operating at full capacity. Because of 
state laws, they must expand their facilities before they can 
care for more children. 

Mrs. Brown expressed regret because much musical talent 
was going to waste among the children there because of the 
lack of instruments or qualified instructors. She said several 
of the children have a definite ear for music, and they have 
two pianos, but this is far from enough for 47 children. 

She said the Home did not have a television set, either, but 
that she thought the children would rather have an organ or 
piano than a TV. 

One of the most astounding things about the whole program 
there is that only one of the seven workers who direct the Home 
receive a salary Mrs Brown teaches in the school thore for 
the children, which is recognized as a county school, and she 
receives a regular teacher's salary Everyone else works full 
time for their room and board and the satisfaction they get 
from helping homejess children. 

All children there big enough to work have a job. The 
smaller children set tables and help in the kitchen, and older 
girls take care of the washing, ironing, cooking and general 
housework. There is plenty of heevy work with tlje trucks and 
in the many gardens on the hillside to >^eep the older boys 
busy. 

Operating expenses are high and often hard to meet. The 
monthly milk bill alone is *400. Mi'. Kagadaie has to buy meal 
by the quarter ton, and much electricity la required to light 
the 22 room house and operate the appliance* 

The problem of clothing the children it taken care of by 
various doners who send in new and used clothing in fairly 
large quantities. Every year, Mrs. Ragsdale sees to it that each 
child ' has a complete, personal wardrobe. Each child has a 
number and this Is sewed into each garment for identification 
purposes when the clothes have been washed and ironed 

Washing is a gigantic weekly affair that turns out more
